As I promised you, I shall give you 
a full description of the route, pros- 
pects of the district, and in fact 
everything which may prove interest- 
ing to your readers, and I will also 
say that if I do not write to all of my 
friends, that they will get the in- 
formation asked for by reading your 
paper, and besides every letter I serd 
out costs me one doilar. So far I have 
kad no opportunity to write or send 
any letters, and this one may be afew 


weeks delayed before a chance is found. | 


Our party left Edmonton on the 27th 
July and arrived at Skagway Bay on 
August 8th and had began our work. 
The portage is all of fifty miles and 
the hardship endured on this trail is 
indescribable. We were 38 days getting 
over. 
to pack over and had 10 horses to do 
it with, and vet we found ourselves at 
Shallow lake with all of our horses 
dead, and to get over the next ten 


miles we had to pay $15 per 100) 


pounds. Our party furnished the labor 
and another party, with whom we form- 
ed partnership, furnished the horses 
and cost of packing. The cost of 
going over Skagway trail was over 
$1,600, and every pound of stuff we 
took over cost us one dollar. A great 


many will ask why is it so bad? To! 


answer this, I will say that the trail 
is alongside steep mountains, some- 
times climbing to a great height, going 
down into swamps with mud up to 
the knees, and raining every day. 


Hay and oats had to be packed for | 


the horses. I have seen dozens, yes 
hundreds of horses lying dead along 
the trail having got mired or fallen off 
the trail.and rolled down. Cost of 
everything was’ enormous. 
cost $1.50 a shoe, and horse shoe nails 
cost at one time as much as 25c apiece 


On the 15th of September we got to | 
Lake Bennett and as Bordeleau and | 


Boulais hd@d been sent ahead our boat 
was ready and on the 17th we left 


with a fair* breeze. The boat was 
called the Northwest and was built of 
a good size, and with it we beat any- 
thing on the lakes and rivers. We 
sailed while others were lying on the 
shore, and during our trip we left be- 
hind 83 boats. The Canyon and 


White Horse rapid we passed through | 


without portaging: We arrived at 
Dawson on the 29th, having stopped 
three days on the way to take timber 


to build cabins. Bordeleau and 
Heberi were the two men who hand- 
led the beat and they did soin a 
masterly manner. After arriving 
here we went to work at once and 
built 2 home in the shape of a cabin, 
where four of the party are staying, 
I having moved with my friend, 


O’Brien, as soon as the cabin was 
finished. As for myself I am perfect- 
ly satisfied. I am getting a good 
salary and my duties are far from be- 
ing arduous. The whole of the party 
are well, but all have found it a very 
hard trip. A word of advice te any 
of my friends and to those who con- 
template coming here. Don’t throw 
up a sure job for an uncertainty ; 
don't come with less than $600; take 
a year’s outfit with you, and remem- 
ber that hardships such as you never 
saw or imagined are before you. Pack- 
ing from 50 to 100 pounds over a 
bad trail; wet every day, food of 
the worst kind and all this for per- 
haps nothing, for not one out of 
twenty makes any thing at mining. 
Wages at the mines are $10 to $15 a 
day, but in winter only about six 
hours work is done which makes the 
earning only $9, and out of this aman 
has to board himself, and taking into 
consideration the prices of provisions, 
it makes the wages small. This fal} 
there are no provisions here and star- 
vation stares a great many in the 
face. Not a pound of provisions can 
be bought irom the stores and all 
that can be got is from private parties 
who are leaving for the coast. .. Prices 
so far in the stores have veen very fair, 
except this year when none can be 
bought. Flour, bacon, beans and 
beef have been selling from $1 to 
$2.50 a pound, and everthing else in 
proportion. Clothing is very high. 
Liquor and cigars are 50c and 75c. 
A shave and hair eut $1.50, and 
washing 50c apiece, so you can see 
that a man needs to make big wages 
to pay such prices. New, in answer 
to questions asked me by my friends 
before leaving: There are plenty of 
hotels, but none running except the 
bar, and there are any amount of 
men who would be running such if 
provisions could be obtained. One 
restaurant is all there is and for a bit 
of beef, tea and bad bread the charg 
is $5.50 a meal. Lumber is $200 
per thousand. There are three small 
mills (steam) and there isroom for a 
good one with planer, ete. Not one 
foot of lumber is now for sale. The 
mill owner pays $50 per thousand for 
logs. Lumber is not very plentiful 
and it is a hundred miles up the river 
before fair timber can be obtained. 


We had 6,000 pounds of stuff | 


Shoeing | 


Dawson City and Klondike City are 
situated one onthe north and one on 
the svuth of Klondike river. Almost 
every lot in both places has been taken 
right tothe foot of the hils, and if 
provisions and everything eise in the 
way of goods and hardware were 
plentiful they would have gone ahead. 
It is the supplying depot for the 
mines and every day hundreds of 
hand sleighs can be seen loaded, on 
the way to the creeks. 


Now for the creeks, a description 
of which I sure will interest your 
readers. The best so far is Eldorado 
with Bonanza second. On the first 
hundreds of dollars have been taken 
to the pan, and from one to two is 
common to both. Again on Quartz, 
Bear, All Gold, Dominion and many 
others, prospeets are good, buta!! of 
these creeks are located and no claims 
ean be taken except by purehase. 
Now in regard to so much pay to the 
|day I wish to correct some of the 
reports sent which, although truthful, 
are very misleading. When a claim 
is located it has then to be prospected. 
This prospecting may take months 
before any pay is found, then it is 
shovelled out and then washed. Some- 
times a thousand, perhaps ten thous- 
and dollars, may be found in one 
day’s washing, but it niust be remem- 
bered that this accumulation of gravel 
has perhaps taken three months to 
| mine, so take everyday employed it 
might average $50 to $200 2 day. 
Everyone here conceded that Eldo- 
rado and Bonanza Creeks are the 
richest ever found and millions will 
| be taken out, but not so much this 
winter, on account of scarcity of pro- 
visions, as there would have been had 
cireumstances been otherwise. 


Now as for business, there is but 
three stores, two of these are kept by 
the North American Trading & Tran- 
portation Co. and Alaska Commercial 
Co., respectively, and one by Mr. 
Tom O’Brien who is established at 
Klendike City, where he has erected 
large stores and warehouse. His 
store is one of the best finished inside 
and had he received his goods would 
have done a large business. But the 
| North American Transportation Co. 
failing to fulfil their contract has put 
Mr. O’Brien to a great loss. The 
most of the trade will be done by him 
next year as he is well liked by the 
miners, while the companies doing 
| business here, particularly, the North 
American Transportation Co., have 
aroused the dislike of everbody here. 
Mr. O’Brien will not another year 
| depend upon tke companies for Trans- 
portation of his goods as he will have 
a line of steamers of his own plying 
on the Yukon and supplying his 
| three posts, one at Circle City 2nd at 
Forty mile, and at, Klondike and 
likely another one will be established 
on the Stewart. 

About the climate here, it is a great 
|deal colder than our part. On the 
| 30th of September it went 10 below 
| zero, but for the last three weeks it 
| has been fine—coid but not excessive 
r——the real cold begins about the 10th 
| of November, when the river freezes 
solid, the thermometer indicating 30 
te 50 below and this temperature con- 
tinues from three to four months. 
| Snowfall about 18 inches. 

There is no game close here, and 
very few fish, except salmon in their 
proper season. Salmon are caught 


ing as mxch as 120 pounds, 50 pounds 
being very common. They are dried 
and used for dog feed, this being the 
cheapest food obtainable for dogs. 


Dogs sell all the way from $100 to 
$250 and are used for freighting to 
the mines. A team of four good dogs 
taking as much as 1,000 pounds on a 
load, and the owners earning from 


$50 to $100 a day. 


Geld dust is the only medium of 
trade and when a man buys anything 
he hands over his bag, the gold for the 
amount bought is weighed out and the 
bag returned. 


I think I have, for the present, 
given your readers afair idea of this 
Eldorado and before finishing I wish 
again to utter a few words of advice. 
I personally would not advise any- 
body to come here unless he is prepar- 
ed to rough it. The hardships, 
privation, perhaps starvation, to be 
endured is to be considered and all 
this as I said before, perhaps for an 
uncertainty. Clerks and professional 
en of all kinds are here in plenty, 
jand a great many of them have to 
shoulder pick and shovel for a living. 

Frank Marriaggi arrived here 10 
days after our party and having no 

provisions had to leave for Fort 
| Yukon where he will winter. He 
was well also the men with him. Dr. 
Richardson, late of the Northwest, is 
here. All the government surveycrs 
and other officials were sent down to 
Fort Yukon to winter. (These are 
the parties sent this fall). The police 
will be on short rations, and thous- 
ands of others. As soon as the ice is 
formed a great many will go back 
with dog teams and with hand sleighs 
| to the coast, but it is a terrible trip. 
| It would not be so bad if thie ice of 
| the river would freeze smooth, but the 
ice is all packed and I can’t see how 
it can be travelled. The river has 
been full of ice for six weeks past and 
some of the ice running down is eight 
feet thick and as soon as it jams it is 
piled right up. 

No papers or letters since I left 
and I don’t know when to expect any. 
Major Walsh and Judge McGuire 
have not as yet made their appear-

ance. Dr. Richardson, Wiils and 
Norquay have hung up their signs. 
Alien, have been notified that they 
could not practice. I began to write 
this letter on the 20th of Oct. and 
only finished on Nov. 20th, it and may 
be weeks before I can send it out. 
Indeed, we are prisoners in one sense 
of the word and I feel almost like it. 
Our part of the territory will seem a 
paradise compared to this, where 
nothing can he obtained, but all had 
plenty of gold, but gold after all is of 
no use when you cannot get anything

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MINING IN THE KLONDIKE. 


Klondike mining camp is a wonder. 
The population on the creeks is 
crom 3,000 to 4,000 men, and from the 
time you leave Dawson City until you 
reach Hunker Creek, a distance of 
:0 miles if you follow Bonanza and 
Eldorado, it is a succession of shanties. 
You first strike Bonanza 5 miles from 
Dawson, and then it is a succession of 
new workings, diggings and drifting 
pits are everywhere and fires and 
«poke are seen all over, Men are 
met by hundreds going and coming 


par 


fortunate enough to possess them. The 
work 18 one of -thetiardest,. fires are 
built in the holes at night, and in the 
morning the earth is drawn out by a 
man at a windlass. The work, both 
on the windiass and in the hole is 
excessively hard. One has to stand 
at a temperature of 30 to 60 below 
while the other in the hole is overly 
warm from work and is obliged to run 
to his cabin as soon as he comes out. 
The depth of the holes vary from 10 
to 30 feet; usually two hoks are 
made and then drifting under. Some- 
times more holes have to be sunk 
until the pay streak isfound. The 
pay streak is from 40 to 100 feet wide. 
some of the claims are necessarily 
rich. No. 2, Bonanza, owned by one 
Pete McDonald, once a_ resident of 
Prince Albert, is one of the best, and 
thousands of dollars have been taken 
out. I stayed with him one night 
and washed one pan of gravel out of 
which I got. $6.50. On Eldorado 
there is more good ground than on 
any other creek and as much as $200 
o a pan has been washed, but this 
pan was taken on bed rock. You | 
can see nuggets along with the gravel 
and every claim on this creek is rich. 
The lucky owners will only sell at big 
prices and very few can be bought, 


the owners preferring to work them. 

Next to the above two creeks is 
the Hunker, and it is pretty certain 
from the discoveries made this winter, 
that this creek will perhaps be one of 
the best. In every case where the 


owners of claims have sunk holes and | 


struck the pay gravel they have had a 
yield of from $2.50 to $6.00 a pan. 
Every day you hear of parties strik- 
ing it rich. All of the above ereeks 
are taken up. 

In addition to the above creeks are 
dozens of others on which prospecting 


is being done, and you will likely hear | 


of some other rich find, but on all of 
the creeks noclaims can be taken 
and worked. The Elmonton party 
have managed to stake out claims er 
Hunker Creek. Boulais No. 7, Bor- 
deleau and myself on No. 9 and 13, 
and prospecting is being done on_two 
small creeks which fall into the Hun- 
ker, by the Edmonton party. 

It is a sight worth seeing and par- 
ticularly in the summer when the 
cravel is washed and only the gold is 
left in the sluice boxes, some of the 
boxes being covered from beginning 
‘o end with gold. Dawson City has 
suffered considerably by fires. The 
Klondike church and the opera house 


beseiged continually. There § 
be more gold commissioners in the 
country to be able to keep up with the 
work, and to look after the work 
properly and such errors as recom- 
mending a lease of 24 miles on one cf 
the best creeks to a California com- 
pany for hydraulic purposes, when such 
work cannot be prosecuted, would not 
have taken place. . 


The cold is intense, 60 below, dur- 
ing November. Just now we have 
very fine weather and work is being 
prosecuted at the mines. Dr. Wills, 
Laudreville and a California corres- 
pondent, are leaving to interview the 
government to amend the laws recent- 
ly passed. I don’t know how Cana- 
dians sent to~ Washington, if-werki 
on American soil, would be received. 
This camp is composed of aliens, one 
out of 20 only being Canadians and 
British subjects. 

Our representatives should take 
hold of this matter and at least give 
all equal rights, but I sce that aliens 
are more favored, and are in some 
cases backed up by the officials. Three 
new discoveries have taken place 
within 10 days, Ainsley, Moose Hide 
and another creek, the name of 
which I forgot. Edmonton boys are 
down 20 feet in their shafts.

and acouple of saloons were burned, 
and had a wind prevailed at the time 
one-half of the town would have been 
burned. 

The exodus is still going on and men 
are leaving evary day for the coast, a 
trip which some of them will remem- 
ber all their lives, if they are lucky 
enough to get out with their lives. 
Well equipped and good trains of 
dogs and men will manage well enough, 
but I have seen men leaving with 300 
pounds on hand sleighs and not 
properly clothed. They prefer to get 
out than run the risk of starving. 
Hundreds of men will leave their 
bones on the trail, and it is the same 
coming in; how many have disappear- 
ed of which nothing will ever be 
heard of? Many a boat has been 
picked up with nothing in it. We, 
on our way down, passed some empty 
boats, and men coming here have no 
care but for themselves. 

There are here about 30 men be- 
longing to the police force under 
Inspector Constantine, and some 
more have been sent to Forty Mile, 
shortness of rations here necessitated 
sending them down. They are doing 
good work, and I have heard nothing 
but good words for them. They have 

a good deal to do there being such an 
amount of stealing done, particularly 
of provisions. The inspector is kept 
very busy and besides his duties he 
has to sit continually on criminal 
cases. There are, I believe, but three 
magistrates and all three of them are 
officials and they cannot devote much 


of their time to trying criminal cases. | 


Major Walsh and Judge McGuire 
have not yet arrived. It is hoped that 
they will get in this winter, their 
presence is very much needed. The 
liquor traffic, gambling, dance halls, 
2!] of these things should be attended 
to and I am sure that the judge will 
have his hands full for a long time 
after he gets in. 

Tf the mail does not go out for afew 
days I shail have perhaps more to 
add in respect to our prospecting. 
If it turns out goolon the creek we 
shall name the creek after our district, 
Alberta, but of this later on.
